This letter responds to your Freedom of Information Act (“FOIA”) request dated 
22 January 2015 and received by the Information Management Division on the same day, in which 
you requested “The annual reports (for the years 2009-2014) to the congressional intelligence 
oversight committees from the ODNI describing 'all outside employment for officers and 
employees of elements of the intelligence community that was authorized by the head of an element 
of the intelligence community during the preceding calendar year’" (Enclosure 1). 

One 
record is being released to you in full (Enclosure 2d). Nine records are being released to you in part 
with the following exemption: (b)(3), which applies to information exempt by statute, specifically 
50 U.S.C. § 3024(m), which protects identifying infonnation of ODNI personnel. All reasonably 
segregable, non-exempt information has been released to you (Enclosures 2a - 2c, 2e - 2j).
